EXAMINATIONS IN SCIENCE AND IN ART, 1909. 


Sir, 

The examinations of the Board of Education in Science and in Art are 
intended (see § 56 (a) of the Regulations for Technical Schools, etc., 1908-09) for 
registered students in Science or in Art, or for teachers, in schools recognised as 
eligible for grants from the Board under those Regulations. 

Persons who are not registered students in Science or in Art, or teachers in 
such schools may only be admitted to these examinations as “ External” candidates, 
and with regard to the admission of any such candidates the following Regulations* 
of the Board must be borne in mind :— 


Section 56 (c), Regulations for Technical Schools, etc., 1908-09. 


“|. no boy or girl may be so admitted [z.¢., as an External Candidate] who has 
“been in attendance at a Public Elementary School at any time in the six months
